WHAT IS SETTiEMBJBTS 


The following statement regarding an 


important land decision is handed in by 
Register Rea: 


Untie.- the settlement laws this IB always an 


interesting qnestion. A recent decision by the 
secretary of the interior arouses fresh interest 
and sufficient apology for this article. The 
dec<-ion at hand is momentous to excursionists. 
The decisions followed heretofo e have held 
that settlement dated from the mon.ent the 
claimant enters in person upon the land with 
the intention of becoming a settler and does 
some act in execution of that intention; "the 
qnestion is one of intent, and the intent should 
be shown;" "catting down trees is an act of 
settlement;" "a small wagon load of stones 
placed upon the land is an act of settlement;" 
"turning over a 
few spadesfnl of 
dirt 


is a satisfactory act of settlement " In the case 
of Howdeu vs. Piper, Oct 27,1884, being the 
decision ab.ive referred to, the honorable secre- 
tary says: "Pre eruption is based on acts of 
settlement. These consist of some substantial 
and visible improvement of the land having the 
character of permanency with intent to appro- 
priate it under the law." Both parties acted in 
good 'faith. Howden was the prior settler (ex- 
cursionist), going on the land in February and 
picking upon the ground 6x8 feet to the depth 


' of one inch and calling it the commencement of 


a cellar. He erected two eight foot boards at a 
different place to attract attention to his settle- 
ment. Then he returned to Iowa for his outfit 
and KOI back on the land May 1st. Thereafter bis 
acts were substantial and evidence c ntinaons. 
March 30th Piper went on the land and in good 
faith took possession, and was living on land 
when Howden returned. Secretary concludes: 
"I regard Howden as an excursionist merely and 
not a settler, Feb 11,1882, and Piper as the 
prior settler." 


BY the vote in Dakota for delegate to 


congress, it is clearly demonstrated that 
the tenitory has a population of at 
least 450,000, and would therefore, if a 
state, under the present apportionment 
of 154,323, be entitled to two senators 
and three members of the lower house 
and five members of the electoral col- 
lege. 
Dakota's majority for Judge 


Gifford, republican cmdidate for dele- 
gate to congress, is about 56,000. The 
majority for Blaine over all other can- 
didates had Dakota been allowed to vote, 
would have been about 50,000, or greater 
than any other state in the Union. Penn- 
sylvania gave a plurality for Blaine of 
80,521, but a majority over Cleveland, 
St. John and Butler combined, of only 
48,223. Dakota would lhave been the 
banner republican state of the Union. 
Misuse at the hands of a democratic 
majority in congress is one of the rea- 
sons of Dakota's republicanism. 
Da- 


kota was entitled to statehood long ago 
and would today have two senators and 
three representatives at Washington but 
for democratic misrule. 
Dakota cast 


more vi >tes at the recent election than 
either Colorado, Delaware, Florida, Ne- 
vada, Oregon, Rhode Island, New Hamp- 
shire or Vermont; more! than Oregon 
and Rhode Island combined, or more 
than the three states of

THE Chicago Tribune says Blame's 


popular majority in the United States 
over Cleveland democrats and mug- 
wumps is about 40,000. Had Dakota 
been admitted into the union last winter 
this would have been doubled, as the re- 
publican majority in Dakota exceeds 
40,000; but she was excluded for the ex- 
press purpose of preventing her casting 
her vote for the republican presidential 
candidates, while Louisiana, Mississippi, 
and South Carolina—reliable republican 
states at a fair election—were captured 
by force and fraud, and that is the way 
Cleveland was "elected." 


THE Minneapolis Journal has had an 


interview with Colonel Donan on the 
subject of admission of Dakota. The 
colonel does not believe that any new 
territories will be admitted to the Union 
until after the next presidential election; 
and as for division, Dakota might as 
well give up all idea of it. The demo- 
crats are not going to pave the way _for 
the election of four new republican 
senators. The Journal looks upon the 
colonel as representing Dakota. It is 
generally understood in these parts that 
Colonel Donan represents Colonel Do- 
nan. 


THE Jamestown Alert suggests the 


name of Johnson Nickeus for president 
of the council. Mr. Nickeus is well up 
in parliamentary tactics and would make 
a good officer, but somehow South Da- 
kota looks upon this position as her 
property. John Gamble of Yankton has 
been mentioned and is said to be well 
qualified for the position. Hon. Frank 
Pettigrew is also well acquainted with 
the duties of the office, but says he 
doesn't want it. 


A YANKTON correspondent of the Sioux 


City Journal suggests that North Da- 
kota be called "Wheatland." He thinks 
this would satisfy those who dislike to 
lose' the name Dakota, made famous 
throughout the world because of the 
wheat production. Would it not be bet- 
ter to call South Dakota Corndom or 
Flaxland and allow the northern half the 
name of Dakota pure and simple? 


A special to the St. Paul Globe speaks 
of the prospects of this bill as follows: 
"Probably the republicans will get the 
bill through the senate this session, but 
in the eagerness of congress to get ac- 
tion on matters of concern to them and 
their constitutente, and in view of the 
large democratic majority in the house, 
it is safe to say that Dakota will have 
to wait at least another year. An extra 
republican congressman ' would not 
amount 
to 
much, but the admis- 


sion of Dakota Would add two senators 
to the republican side, and the" demo- 
crats are more anxious than ever to cap- 
ture the seriate, now that they will have 
the white house and the house of repre- 
sentatives."

An 
assistant commissioner was- appointed 
for that region, but he failed to get as- 
sistance in his own county, therefore the 
people of the Hills have only themselves 
to blame.

THE HOMESTEAD 


Law gives the head of a faniilj, male or female, 
the right to enter a quarter section, 160 acres, 
of vacant land if he or she is a native born citi- 
zen of the United States, or if foreign born has 
taken out "first papers." A single man (or sin- 
gle woman) over 21 years of age is given the 
same chance. Within six months from date of 
entry the party must build a house on the land 
taken and begin living in it. 
If he lives on and 


farms it for five years tlt'.e is acquired by prov- 
ing those facts and paying the land office fees 
four or eight dollars—the latter the highest 
figure. If at any time before the five years run 
out the homesteader wants to pay for his land, 
he can do so. The price per acre is §1.25 and 
$2 50. The cheaper price rules on lands forty 
miles from the Northern Pacific railroad, and 
the liii'her, $2.50, within that distance. 


An ex-soldier, who served in the rebellion 


more than ninty days.gets the time he'served (or 
if discharged nn account of disability or the 
clo-eofthew.tr the whole time for which he 
enlisted) deducted from the five years. His 
army service, to the extent of four years, counts 
as so much residence. The original fees at the 
land office are §14 and $18—the foimer for §1.25 
land and the latter for $2.50 land, 


THE PRE-EMPTION LAW 


Requires some act of improvement by the ap- 
plicant himself, and a filing costing two dollars 
as the first steps. Then actual residence, culti- 
vation of the soil and payment at $1.25, or §2 so 
per acre, according to location. This payment 
is not requ'rea before two years and nine 
mon hs. Any time, however, after six months 
residence and cultivation the payment can be 
made and title had. 


THE TIMBER CULTURE 
ACT, 


Under this law a quarter section, 160 acres, is 
allowed the qualified man or woman, resident 
or nonresident .who pays $14 fees and there- 
after breaks or plows five acres the first year, 
cultivates it the second year and plants to forest 
trees, cuttiugsor seeds ihe third year; and be- 
ginning the second 5 ear breaks another five 
acres and cultivates and plants the third and 
fourth years When he gets his ten acres (ihe 
lawful area) planted, he keeps the trees culti- 
vatedand in good growing condition for four 
years more, cr eight years from date of his 
entry. If at that time he can show 6.750 
healthy trees he will be granted ftle upon pay- 
ing §8. land office fees.

THE paper with the largest circulation 


in the world is the Petit Journal, of 
Paris. It now circulates 750,000 copies 
per day. Its director, Mr. Hyppolite 
Marinoni,is the inventor of the Marinoni 
perfecting presses. He was originally a 
cattle-herd. When he first started there 
was not one perfecting press in France. 
and no newspaper would buy one of him; 
but he secured the contract of printing 
the editions of some of 'the papers at a 
certain price. Among the papers he 
printed were the Figaro and the Petit 
Journal. The latter then had a "circula- 
tion daily of 100,000 papers. It ran be- 
hind in its bills with Marinoni, and to 
save himself from loss he had to take 
hold of the paper. He spends $100,000 
a year for advertising, and is confident 
that within two years he will sell 1,000,- 
000 copies per day. He is allowed $100,- 
000 per year for printing the paper. Not 
less than $1.20 per line is received for 
advertisements in any part of the paper, 
and as high as $8 per line for one inser- 
tion is charged.

$10,000 was paid by DeLeseeps for nn 
article on the first page announcing the 
issue of the Panama Canal loan. The 
paper is unsensational in the extreme, but 
pays close attention to news.

District Attorney Flannery announced that

thirty minutes in opening, and acqnitted him- 
self creditably. 


Mr. Stoyell then opened for the defense in a

Stoyell made an exceptionally good plea and 
brought oat his points forcibly and with good 
grace. 


Attorney Greene followed for the defense in a 


very eloquent and finely worded plea. Mr. 
Greene is a graceful and fluent speaker, and his 
effort last Friday was extremely brilliant. 


The arguments in the Magill case were closed 


Siturdaj | In the morning Mr. Greene resumed 
bis plea in behalf of the defense, occupying 
nearly two hours. The grounds taken by Mr. 
Greene in his argument was that the evidence 
in the case fully supported the claims of self 
defense. The point first made by Mr. Greene 
waa that no criminal, guilty of the crime 
charged against Thos. Magill, would have acted 
as the defendant did in delivering himself over 
tu the authorities. 
He did not attempt to es- 


cape. He tried to hide none of the facts from 
his wife, his parents or the public. He knew 
that he had killed a man, bnt feeling that he 
was perfectly justified, begged of the people and 
c mrts of; Burleigh count) a fair and impartial 
trial. Mr Greene said he came not only as 
counsel for the defendant, but ns friend , having 
known him for years and knowing him to be a 
young man of good reputation and character, 
and against whom nothing, to his knowlejge, 
had ever before been said. He held that there 
is bnt one living man who actually knows the 
circumstances. Tha man is the defendant at 
the bar. Then the ciedibihty of his story must 
be

with which the defendant was tested without 
flinching ; without making some contradictions 
or noticeable discrepancies.

A 
few minutes before the shooting he left his 
affectionate wife with a smile, and perhaps a 
kiss, went from the home of bis old father and 
mother, the same quiet, peaceful husband and 
son, and is it possible to believe that in a few 
moments he was trans rormed into a blood- 
thirsty demon? The defense maintained that 
the position of self defense waa well supported 
by evidence in their claims of self defense. The 
fact that Bessey had made numerous threats 
against the defendant, having told the young 
lady that if Tom Magill gave him any of hia 
lip he would kill him. The dream of Bessey 
that he bad a fi^ht with Megill, proving that 
the animosity and hatred was always in his 
mind were all a strong proof of self defense. 


Mr. Greene's argument was very eloquent 


and forcible. 


THE CLOSING ABGTOIENT 


for the prosecution was made by District 
Attorney Flannery, and wai the subject of 
much complimentary and flattering comment. 
It wa», without doubt, one of the ablest efforts 
or Mr. Flanaery's brilliant career bS an advo 
cate. The prosecution in making a summary 
of

maintained 
that 
the 


fact having been established that the killing 
was done by the defendant, the burden of proof 
rested with the defense. Prosecution held that 
defendant did not prove self-defense or show 


a wound in the heart tha blood wonld have 
gushed in a stream as large in diameter as the 
hole, which was several inches. In that case 
there wonld necessarily be blood spattered about 
the room. Bnt again the evidence shows that 
all the blood was immediately around the body 
in the corner of the room, which does not sub- 
stantiate the statement that Bessey rushed at 
defendant with hammer. Prosecution claimed 
that the first shot was the one which struck 
Bessey in the head, and was prematurely dis- 
charged from the right barrel, which had a 
disabled tr gsjer, and the second shot was fired 
from the left barrel, w'th deliberate aim, taking 
effect in the heart as Bessey wheeled about, and 
the intention to kill Bessey was formed by the 
defendant while quarreling in the shop. 


The case has been very ably conducted by At- 


torneys Flannery and Cook for the territory and 
Attorneys Greene, Garland and Stoyell for the 
defense. 


THE CHABQE. 


For the first time during the trial it became 


utterly impossible to keep the aisles free and 
they were thronged almost to a jam. The j udge 
entered the room at a few minutes past two 
o'clock and, the jary being seated, the charge 
was delivered. A fairer document, perhaps, was 
never read to a jury, and pcblic comment is 
very tattering to the judge. The following is 
the charge: 


GENTLEMEN OF J.HE JDBY: We are engaged 


in serious business, involving principles and 
matters of the gravest import, the highest exer- 
cise ot wisdom, prudence and justice, and de- 
manding (so far as it is pos-ible in man) nnbi- 
ased and unprejudiced perception,consideration 
and conclusion. 


Human law ia, at best, imperfect, bat its true 


design is that no innocent man shall suffer and 
no guilty man escape punishment. 


The code of criminal procedure of the terri- 


tory of Dakota provides that "a defendant in a 
criminal action is presumed to be innocent 
until the contrary is proved, and in case of a 
reasonable donbt as to whether his guilt is 
satisfactorily shown he is entitled to be acquit 
ted." 
' 


Thomas W. Magill, the prisoner at the bar, 


stands charged with the crime of murder in the 
killing of one Melville H. Bessey at Menoken, 
in the county of Burleigh, and territory of Da 
kota, on the twenty-first day of October, 1884, 
and yon are the sole judges of every fact 
•brought ont or alleged in the evidence. This is 
your clear domain,upon which neither the conrt 
nor counsel can encroach. Yon are to find your 
verdict from the evidence submitted before you 
under the law as defined by the court. 


The penal code of our territory provides as 


follows, viz: 


Homicide is the killing of one human being 


bj another. 


Homicide is either: 
1. Murder. 
2. Manslaughter. 
3. Excusable homicide, or 
4. Justifiable homicide. 
No person can be convicted of murder or 


manslaughter or of aiding suicide unless the 
death ot the person alleged to haye been killed 
and the fact of killing by the accused are each 
established as independent facts beyond a rea 
aonable doubt. 


Homicide is murder in the following cases: 
\. When perpetrated without authority of 


law and with a premeditated design to effect 
the death of the person killed or of any other 
human being. 


2. When perpetrated by any act imminently 


dangerous to others and evincing a depraved 
mind regardless i»f human life, although with- 
out any premeditated design to eff- ct the death 
of any particular individual. 


3. When perpetrated without any design to 


effect death by a person engaged in the com- 
mission of any felony. 


A design to effect death is inferred from the 


fact of killing, unless the circumstances raise 
a reasonable doubt whether such design ex- 
ited. 


A design to eff ect death,sufficient to constitute 


that it 
waa of 


was justifiable homicide. The wound 
such a nature that it conld not have 


been inflicted by a shot gun held in the position 
claimed by the defendant. If the shooting took 
place as the defendant says, the deceased must 
have staggered back at least eight feet before 
befell. The doctors all testify that'from such

Homicide committed with a design to effect 


death is not less murder because the perpetrator 
was in a state of anger or involuntary intoxica- 
tion at the time. 


Homicide i* manslaughter in the first degree 


in the following cases, viz.: 


1. Wben perpetrated without a design to effect 


death,by a person while engaged in the cummis 
sion of a misdemeanor. 


2. Wben perpetrated without a design to effect 


dpath, and in a heat of passion, bnt in a crnel 
and unusual manner,or by means of a da-igerous 
weapon, unless it is committed under such cir- 
cumstances as constitute excusable or justifiable 
h< micide. 
3. When perpetrated unnecessarily,either while 


resisting an attempt by the person killed to 
commit a crime,or after such attempt shall have 
failed 


Every killing of one human being by the act, 


procurement, or culpable negligence of another, 
which under the provisions of this chapter 
( • hich I have read to you) is not murder, nor 
manslaughter in the first degree, nor excusable 
nor justifiable homicide, is manslaughter in the 
secouJ degree.

of mitigation, OT that justify or excuse it, 
devolves npon him unless the proof on the part 
of the prosecution tends to show that the crime 
committed only amounts *o manslaughter, or 
that the defendant was justifiable or excusable." 


Some of the provisions of law which I have 


just read in yonr hearing comprehend what is 
often called "self defense." 


11 this case, the prisoner at the bar, Thomas 


W. Magill, sets np the plea of self defense in 
excuse or justification of the killing of Bessey. 


It is not every assault or impending danger 


to life or person that justifies homicide, were 
that the case, such is the weakness and froward 
ness of human nature, the taking of human life 
wonld be a frequent occurrence. 
It must be a 


lawful defense, or this homicide resulting 
from the force exercised or used as a defense 
will not be j notifiable. And the justification 
must be tested and measured by the facts and 
circumstances of each particular case. 


When the killing with a deadly weapon is 


established or admitted, and self defense ia 
sought to be interposed as a justification, the 
proof must clearly show that the person doing 
the killing was, at the time he inflicted the 
fatal blow or wound, in real or plainly ap- 
parent danger of his life or of great bodily 
harm, and the danger is to be tested from the 
standpoint, not of the jmy, but of the one who 
is attacked, in the liaht of the surroundings and 
the situation of affairs at the time, as dis- 
closed by the evidence. 


He, who by his own act begins an attack, or 


who seeks a fight and provokes another to 
strike him, cannot justify the killing of his 
assailant in self defense. 


And here the propriety, nay the necessity, of 


carefully taking into account all ths facts and 
circumstances brought out in evidence is mani 
ffst 


Self defense is frequently pleaded in cases of 


homicide, and both courts and juries should 
scan it carefully. 


If a man, under certain circumstances and 


conditions, may kill another and summarily 
stop a life and be justified in the law, then it 
becomes of the highest importance to ascertain, 
if possible, the circumstances and conditions of 
the killing and whether or not at the time of 
the killing, the circumstances and conditions 
which wonld justify it, actually existed, or 
whether or not the person doing the killing had 
reasonable ground at the time to believe that 
they did exist. 


The danger and imminence, or the apparent 


danger or imminence of the attack or impending 
attack, is to be tested, as I have already de- 
clared to yon, .from the standpoint, not of tb« 
jury, bnt of the one who is attacked, in the 
light of the facts and circumstances which the 
jury believe, from the evidence, existed, 
or 


reasonably appeared to exist at the time of the 
killing. 
And, in this connection, yon are not to consider 
the threats said to have been made by Betsey 
against the defendant as having had any influ- 
ence or effect whatever npon the mind of the 
defendant at the time-of the shooting, either 
with respect to the attack claimed to have been 
made npon him by Bessey, or with respect to its 
design, nature or imminency. ae it is not 
claimed that these alleged threats, nor any of 
them, were rver communicated to the defend- 
ant. Indeed, it is admitted that they were 
not.In determining from the evidence whether 
the defendant was or was not justified in taking 
the life of Bessey, as well as in determining the 
general question of the guilt or innocence of the 
defendant, you are to take into consideration 
tbe weapon in the hands of the defendant, the 
means of defense at his disposal, the use he 
made of that weapon or means of defense, his 
opportunity, if any, of avoiding the affray, or 
of escaping any impending or threatened danger 
by withdrawal ot retreat, bis failure to use the 
opportunity if it existed; the occupation of 
Bessey at the time, and what, if anything, he 
bad in his hands, whether or not any attack was 
made npon the defendant, and if one was made, 
or was thieatened or impending, its nature, force 
and extent, and, in that c mnection, the amount 
of torce and the kind of resistance used or made 
by the defendant; the position of both parties 
when the shots were fired; the number of shots 
fired; the time between the shots; the situation, 
size and shape of the blacksmith shop where the 
tragedy occurred; the location and condition of 
the doors, anvil, bellows and work bench; the 
place where the shot entered the woodwork, or 
partition and side of the shop; the place, natnre, 
extent and character of the wounds on the per- 
son of Bessey; the spot where the body of Bes- 
sey was found; its surroundings, the position in 
which it then lay, and any and all other matters 
tf stifled to immediately or in any wav con- 
nected with the fatal occurrence. And yon are 
to determine the attitude of the parties at the 
time tbe shots were fired; whether or not Beasey 
raised a hammer, and if he did raise it, whether 
it was while advancing to attack tbe defendant, 
or n his own defense against the gun of the 
defendant. 


All these are vital things, the existence or non 


existence of which, or the manner, form and 
extent of which, if they did exist, in every par- 
ticular, yon, and yon alt ne, are to determine 
from all the evidence in the case 


And if, from all the evidence, yon find, be- 


yond a reasonable donbt, that the killing of 
Bessey w&s done by tbe defendant in resisting 
an attempt by Bessey to murder him, or in tbe 
lawful defense of his person when there Was 


I will not undertake to determine for yon 


what a reasonable donbt ia. You must deter- 
mine for yourselves, in your own inner oon- 
scienceness, by the light and operation of nn- 
trammeled reason and clear judgment, from all 
the evidence, whether or not yon have a reason- 
able doubt in this case. 


The evidence of guilt most be snob aa will 


satisfy yonr minds and consciences andconvince 
a^d direct your understanding; evidence npon 
which, as thoughtful and prudent and careful 
men, 
yon 
would 
not hesitate to act in 


any master of high concern in your own affairs. 


The fact that the defendant delivered or 


sought to deliver himself np after the shooting 
is of itself no proof of innocence or guilt, bnt 
is an item uf evidence to be considered with all 
the rest of the testimony, and the motive or 
purpose of which the jury are to ascertain or 
arrive at, if they can, from all or any of the 
other circumstances in the case. 


Under the indictment the general reputation 


of the defendant for peacefulness could not be 
brought into the case by the prosecution. 


Until a defendant -aises the question of his 


own general reputation, it is not in issue. The 
inference is that it is good, or was good prior to 
th« time of the offense charged. 


Bnt the defendant has himself placed bis 


general reputation for peaoefulness at issue in 
this case, and it, therefore, becomes a matter 
for consideration as something npon which 
evidence has been offered npon both aides. 


The reasonable effect of proof of good char- 


acter is to raise a presumption that tbe accused 
was not likely to have committed the crime 
with which he is charged. 


The force of this presumption depends npon 


the strength of tbe opposing evidence of the 
truth of the charge. If the evidence establish- 
ing the charge is of snch anatureas not, upon 
principles of reason and good sense, to be 
overcome by the fact of good character, the 
latter, that is evidence of goodjcharacter, will, of 
course, be unavailing and immaterial. 


And the same will be true of any other 


fact or circumstance in evidenc >, which, after 
receiving its dne weight, does not alter the 
conclusion to be drawn from the other evidence 
in the case. 


Evidence of good character does not, perse, 


rebut the presumption of guilt arising from 
circumstance, but is evidence proper to be con- 
sidered by tbe jury, the effeot of which as to 
whether it does in fact rebut such presumption 
or not. is for the jury to determine, and in 
determining this yon are to consider all the 
evidence for and against general good reputa- 
tion. 


Good reputation is not, of itself, neither is 


social standing, of itself, a defense of or excuse 
for crime, neither is bad reputation, of itself, 
proof of guilt, for if that Were so.some, no mat- 
ter how guilty, wonld alwaya have a defense at 
their command, while others, not so fortunate 
wonld though innocent, suffer as guilty. 


Tbe evidence, then, offered on behalf of tbe 


defendant, as to his general good reputation for 
peacef niness, is not to be taken by yon aa, of it 
jelf, a defense or justification of or excuse for 
the crime with which he stands charged, neither 
is the evidence offered by tbe prosecution 
as to his bad reputation to be taken as; of itself, 
proof of hie guilt in this case; bnt all this evi 
dence as to general good or bad reputation for 
p acefulness is to be looked at and carefully 
estimated by you as an element or portion of 
the mass of evidence from the consideration of 
Which yon are to make np vour verdict. 


The defendant is entitled to the benefit of the 


evld nee as to his general good reputation for 
peacefulness, as a circumstance or item of 
evidence bearing indirectly npon the question 
of his guilt, and it is for yon to say how far this 
evidence as to the general good reputation of 
the defendant for peacef ulneas has been re 
butted or modifle' by the prosecution. 


No threats* or words, however abusive or 


violent, will justify a homicide. 


If yon find from the evidence, therefore, that 


threats were mads by Bepsey against the defend 
ant or members of hia family, tbis will not 
justify or excuse in any sense or degree the 
killing of Bessey by the defendant, bnt they 
may be considered by yon in determining who 
was the aggressor in tbe blacksmith shop, or a- 
tending to corroborate the statement of the 
if defendant as to tbe natnre, force or violence of 


the attack which be °ays Bessey n ade npon him, 
yon come to tbe conclusion that B sssey made any 
attack upon the defendant. Bnt the evidence of 
these threats, being in tbe nat ore of hearsay 
evidence, and tbe threats bsing al eged as made 
by one who was removed form lif s by the act of 
the defendant and made powerles i to either ex 
plain or refute them, should becai efnlly scrutin- 
ized and impartially weighed. 


This is also true with respect t > the narrative 


by the defendant of what he says took place in 
the blacksmith shop when tbs killing was 
done. 
And it is especially true if "*yon 


find from the testimony in the ci se, that only 
Bessey and the defendant were piesent. As one 
of the results of the tragedy, Besaey cannot 
speak for himself. The evidence therefore, of 
the living participant, by whose! act, whether 
lawful or unlawful, Bessey was deprived of all 
opportunity to appear at this bar, given, in his 
own behalf, in defense of the crime charged, 
should be carefully and fairly considered with 
all the other evidence offered in the case, with 
the view of arriving at the real facts. 


A high responsibility and dut r lies npon the 


conrt and jury in cases of this ki id. The duty 
and responsibility of counsel is great, bnt not 
to be compared with that of the conrt and the 
jury. 


The court bas endeavored to come np, as near 


as possible, to tbe foil measure of what is re- 
quired of it in this case, and now asks yon to 
perform what is required of yon.1 


You are to do yonr duty to Melville H.Bessey, 


the deceased, Thomas W. Magill, the prisoner 
at the bar, and the territory ot Dakota, tha 
prosecutor in this case, without ear or favor, 
without bias or prejudice, dispaesionate'.y, in 
tbe light of the law and the evidc nee, under tbe 
oath yon have each taken in the rj ame of God.

reasonable ground for him to apprehend a 
design by Bessey to commit a felony, or to do 
him (defendant) some great personal injury, 
and that there was imminent danger of snch 
design being then accomplished, the kill- 
ing 
was 
justifiable, in law, and yonr 


verdict should be '•oot gnilty," if it also ap- 
pears that tbe violence need by the defendant 
was no greater than was necessary to repel the 
attack, and if it further appears that the de- 
fendant, Magill, conld not have avoided the 
combat, or conld not hav • withdrawn from it 
in safety without killing B ssey. 


If yon find, from investigation and consider- 


ation of all the evidence, that the defendant 
first made an attack npon Bessey, or that no 
attack was made or threatened by Bessey, or that, 
if an attack was made by Besaey, there was no 
reasonable ground for any apprehension by the 
defendant that Bessey designed to take his life, 
•or do him some great personal injury, and that 
the defendant had not reasonable ground for 
believing the danger imminent that such design 
wonld be accomplished, or that the defendant 
conld have withdrawn in safety, or have avoided 
the combat before he killed Besaey, or that the 
defendant wilfully or negligently nsed more 
force than was necessary to repel the attack, if 
any was made upon him, then tbe homicide was 
not justifiable. 


It is not enough for the defendant to raise a 


doubt as to whether O' not he did the killing in 
self defense. 


Self defense, when sought, as in this case, to 


be interposed as, of itself, a distinct and com- 
plete excuse or justification, must, in order to 
warrant a verdict of acquittal, be established 
by at least a preponderance of evidence. 


The defendant, seeking to raise the shield of 


self defense against tbe uplifted bend of the 
law. must show that he has a legal right to use 
t -t shield. 
He most make his self defense appear, and 


for that purpose can avail himself of all the 
evidence in the case given on either side. 


Yon are to marshal all the evidence in this 


case, gentlemen, and inspect it calmly, justly, 
(beyond the reach and witbont the memory of 
the eloquence or ingenious thrusts, or defensive 
parries, of counsel), in all its parts, in tbe 
steady and unswerving illumination of reason 
and judgment, unbiased either by prejudice or 
sympathy. And when you do that, the facts, 
going to prove or disprove the justification of 
self defense, take their place eitherfor or against 
tbe prisoner, and go either to make np the suf- 
ficiency of the evidence, or add to the strength 
of the veasonable donbt, which may call for hia 
acquittal, or go to form a part of the body of 
evidence which may prove his guilt and require 
bis conviction. 
As already stated, if yen find the defendant 


guilty of murder or of manslaughter, yon must 
be satisfied of bis guilt beyond a reasonable 
doubt.

His books 
DOW show that after advertising the sale 
and befoi e the day of sale the treasurer 
collected §6,388,40 for buck taxes and at 
the sale received S8,963,59,making a total 
received in October for delinquent taxes 
$15,652 05. It has been said that only 
death ard taxes are certain, but prior to 
Mr. Bell's administration taxes in Bur- 
leigh county were by no means certain, 
the result being accumulation of county 
debt. Mr. Bell has discharged his duties 
well as tax gatherer and reduced the 
county's floating debt to a small figure.

Business recently called us to Bismarck, ai>d 


while there we took a leisnrly survey of the new 
capitol building. To say that we were surprised 
and pleased but faintly expresses onr feelings 
as we viewed its magnificent proportions and 
splendid architecture. We shall not attempt a 
diBCription of the building in detail at this 
time, as we are reserving that for a future ccca 
sion. The hall of representatives nnd the Coun- 
cil chamber are two large, airy and well lighted 
rooms that will amply accommodate the two 
branches of the legislature for years to come, 
and their immeasurable superiority to the legis- 
lative coops that have been occupied so many 
years in Tankton, will prove a pleasant surprise 
to all the old members. The executive chambers 
and the rooms for the secretary of state com- 
prise suites of rooms that are spacious and ele- 
gant, as are the rooms for the various state of- 
ficials 


The cost of the building, including steam 


healing, sewerage, wafer closets, etc., is about 
$150,000. 


The commissioners will tnrn over to the 


legislature for the use and benefit of the terri- 
tory in addition to the capitol bnilding, unsold 
lots valued at $65,000. beside 160 acres of land 
not yet platted. 


The great hnllaloloo raised by the Yaokton 


crowd and their aiders and abettors and all the 
devilish meanness exhibited by corrupt and 
venial officials who sought by the moat dia- 
reptnable methods to obstruct the operation 
and execution of the law removing the capitol, 
all this has availed nothing except to cause a

county seems to be assuming a serious 
aspect. The governor has been ap- 
pealed to for aid and has taken prompt 
action in the matter. 
Every militia 


comp -.ny in the territory stands ready 
to move at command, and in addition, 
General Terry has been requested to 
send a company of regulars to the scene 
of the riot in case the developments of 
last night justified it. No word could 
be received from Kedfield at St. Paul 
up to a late hour last night, and it is 
believed the wires have been cut by the 
mob. Colonel Tyner telegraphs from 
Fargo that the Rifles of that city, forty- 
one strong, are ready to move at any mo- 
ment and that "tney can hold any county 
seat in the territory." Captain Bennett 
has ordered the members of the Gover- 
nor's Guard, of Bismarck, to hold them- 
selves in readiness to report promptly at 


the armory at the sound of the "assem- 
bly" in full uniform prepared for im- 
mediate marching orders, carrying blan- 
kets and one day's rations, and Captain 
Bentley says his company, the G&rfield 
Guard, will move upon command, not- 
withstanding the fact that they have not 
yet been mustered in. 


THE SCENE OP THE BIOT. 


Spink county is about the central 


of the eastern half of that section of 
Dakota south of the 46th parallel. It is 
six townships wide and seven long, north 
and south. The county seat fight is be- 
tween three towns, Ashton, Frankfort 
and Bedfield, the latter town being the 
largest in the county and one of the bid- 
ders for the territorial capital. A good 
idea of the situation may be gained from 
the following diagram: 


l—Frankfort, on No thwestern railroad. 
2—Ashton; terminus of Milwaukee & St-Panl 
railroad. 


3—Red field, at juncture of Northwestern, 


north and south line, with branch Irom the 
east. 


IF there is anything that will make the 


Dakotaian who voted for Judge Gifford 
and the republican ticket glad that he 
did so, it will be the attitude of Senator 
Vest, the leader of the democratic oppo- 
sition to the Dakota bill in the senate 
In the weakest sort of an argument, un- 
worthy of a donkey born in a coal mine 
and without knowledge of the light of 
day, that pompous senator opposes the 
admission or division of Dakota. He 
says the territory has not population 
enough to entitle it to representation in 
the national congress except in a manner 
territorial.

out fifty hours came into court at 9 
o'clock Mondayeveningand stated that an 
agreement was impossible. After due 
consideration Judge Francis thanked the 
jury, and, while regretting that it could 
not come to an agreement, discharged 
them, believing they had done their duty 
as twelve intelligent men ought. It is 
understood that the jury, from the first 
ballot, stood six to six, and that pone 
were in favor of conviction of murder in 
the first degree. Those in favor of con- 
viction thought Magill should be con- 
victed of manslaughter in a mild degree.

The able 
manner in which he labored for Wash- 
bura's interests is, or ought to be, thor- 
oughly appreciated by the citizens of 
that growing burg. 


THE Minneapolis Journal, in speaking 


of the Dakota bill in congress, says: 
"But nobody expects the territory to be 
admitted at this session. It is said that

McKenzie 
in the arrangement of the Dakota ex- 
hibit. The following is an extract: 


A long and interesting letter just received 


from Major Fleming says: "We are having con- 
tinuous inquiries for Dakota newspapers and 
information in regard to the territory. I wish 
you would notify the editors to forward copie8 


regularly to this department, that we may have 
them for exhibition and examination by the 
public. It is also time that the copies aaked 
for in Commissioner McKenz-.e'e circular be sent 
in. Address the commissioner for Dakota, care 
of the exposition, New Orleans. 


We are yet in a state of chaos here trying to 


get our exhibits in shape. Dakota is located 
between Kansas and Nebraska, and they have 
splendid exhibits, wh>ch will push us to com- 
pete. At least 50.000 visitors were in onr space 
to see our carloads of animaln and birds just 
received and being ncloaded. Kansas and Ne- 
braska are old stagers and understand the busi- 
ness, while this is our first attempt in a national 
way, but we are making additions to onr stock 
every day, and don't you forget it, we will get 
there! I predict that half of the exhibits will 
not be in the bnilding on the 16th, at the open- 
ing, bat on the other hand, I doubt if we had a 
whole year that some people would be ready- 
Alex, is red hot abont the manner in which 
business is being done here. We have worked 
every hour since arrival to bring order out of 
chaos, bnt it is difficult to make things work 
systematically. 


I don't get a telegram unless I go after it, and 


my mail cornea to three different places. We 
have been compelled to place onr vegetables in 
cold storage, on account of mild weather, ex- 
cept a few specimens that are in onr epace as 
an experiment. They eeem to ba doing nicely. 
Our display will be very fine, and our wheat, 
oats and barley cannot be snrp-uSsed. 


Alex, and Griggsby have been a little off of 


their feet for a few days, bnt I hope the tempo- 
rary illness ia over. We are putting in electric 
lights BO that we can work night and day. I 
have not hid time to see any of this wondeifnl 
old city, and am nut likely to find time for the 
next month. 


I have a very pleasant place to board near the 


grounds, and unless I have business, I never go 
into the city. Alex, will probably put in all 
his time for the next two weeks in the bnilding. 
We know no north or south; bnt simply are for 
great, big Dakota land we are all working1 to- 
gether in harmony. 


I saw a cunple of intelligent colored men from 


Montgomery, Alabama, yesteiday who came bare 
on purpose to inquire about Dakota, and say 
they know abont twenty-five families who in- 
tend coming to Dakota in spring, and they say 
that large numbers of well to do colored people 
are arranging to go there. They are very eager 
to get information concering the territory, and 
say they will be in to see us again, and we have 
promised to supply them with the necessary in- 
formation. This will be onr work, and no effort 
will be spared to lay onr claims before the 
parties. 


There is no question bnt what Dakota is bet- 


ter advertised than any other state or territory 
in the union, and there is a sort of inspiration 
in the name. We complain of prices of wheat, 
but the people everywhere else complain of the 
prices of their staples, especially in the south in 
cotton and sugar. Those who raise the latter 
cannot live on their products, and we can. I 
candidly believe that a concentrated effort by 
the Dakota papers for the next four months, in 
connection with tbe efforts of her representa- 
tives here, will send her 100,000 souls in the 
next two years and a million ot money. 


THE disagreement of tbe jury in tbe Magill 


case was a disappointment to the friends of the 
defendant, who had counted with confidence 
upon his acquittal. 
Magill was ably 
de- 


fended, and the belief ia strong with many that 
the disagreement was a result of a prejudice 
which existed against him from the start at 
Bismarck. - It is possible that a change of 
venue may be asked for a new trial.—Fargo 
Bepnblican. 


The disagreement may have been a 


disappointment to the people of Fargo, 
but to say that the disagreement is the 
result of a prejudice against the defend- 
ant from the start on the part of the peo- 
ple of Bismarck is false. The jury stood 
six for convic ion for manslaughter and 
six for acquittal. The defendant had a 
hard case, and but for undeniable proof 
of former good behavior and the ser- 
vices of able counsel, the jury would not 
have been so evenly divided. Magill had 
a fair and impartial trial. 


THE editor of the Mandan Pioneer, 


who got himself disliked on account of 
his position on the license question, 
says that "now that this question is set- 
tled it would be well for the saloon men 
to bury the hatchet and look upon the 
editor (Tuttle) as a friend and brother.'' 
This last remark will probably be taken 
by the saloon men as the hardest blow 
yet received.

The mayor 
ofRedfield, however, "smells the battle 
from afar," and telegraphs the militia 
had better b > forwarded at once.

THE Mandan Pioneer has finally come 


to the conclusion that division on the 
river is impossible. All seem to be united 
now that the 46th parallel should be the 
dividing line when division comes. 


THE new McLean county court house 


is now occupied by the county officials. 
The building is said to be complete, but 
not expensive. 


THE city council, of Mandan, has fin- 


ally settled the license question that has 
agitated the community for some weeks, 
by placing the license at $300 per year. 
This, with the county tax, makes the li- 
cense $500. 


PIEKBE JouKNAii: The petition pray- 


ing for a daily mail service between 
JPierre and Bismarck lias been refused. 
This is not as it should be. There is no 
question but that the volume of mail 
between this city and Bismarck warrants 
an increase in the service, but owing to 
our isolation no attention has been paid 
to our demands. The time is not far 
distant when the wants of Dakota will 
be recognized, and WP can afford to wait 
with patience for that great day, without 
pressing our minor necessities with too 
much persistency lest we jeopardize our 
chance of being heard on questions 
which are of vital importance to us.

There is a large class of diseases of which 


It has lx-eii known for a long time that they 
all have certain characteristic peculiarities 
in unison. They all are apt to appear as epi- 
demics or are eiide-nic in certain localities. 
They are more or lev, contagious. Thay have 
t period of incubation—i. e., a time during 
fbich the poison causing them lies dor- 
nwit in the system. For instance, a person 
to-tiny exposed to the contagion of small-pox 
and infected by it will evince the first symp- 
toiisof the disease by the fourteenth day. 
Durng this interval between the infection 
and he first outbreak the poison was latent, 
and this interval is calle 1 the period of incu- 
batior 
Another peculiarity is that these 


diseases ruu a definite course 
They are 


self-lnniced. Tnus iu an average case of an 
iniectKns malady, provided no complica- 
tions occur, the physician may foretell the 
exact duration of it. 
Then one attack of 


sucii j. d»,ea;e usually insures at least Cor a 
certain time, immunity Against a second. 


All these peculiarities seemed to point to 


soiae unkmwn agent, which needed a certain 
period to n >en, when at maturity it devel- 
oped in tho system symptoms always alike in 
the same disease and differing only according 
to the organ mainly affected and to the 
idiosyncrasy of the individual. 


That not one and the same agent cau<^d 


all these diseases was also known. Some 
maladies, as the Asiatic cholera, seemed to 
have special breeding places, others devel- 
oped mainly it' favored by the decomposition 
o£ annual and vegetable refuse, as, for In- 
stance, typhoid fever, and again others ap- 
peared only w heii raany human beings were 
collected in a narrow place, as typhus on 
board of ships, in prisons, and among soldiers 
when in camp. Some were known to flourish 
mainly in winter, as small-pox; others, as 
yellow fever, during tte hot months. One 
had shown itself always 
attacking 
fhe 


throat, as diptheria; another the small intes- 
tines, typhoid fever; one the lungs, pneu- 
monia, or the membranes of the brain and 
ipmal cord, i erebro-spinal fever, while a 
whole class had its mam seat in the skin— 
small-pox, scarlatina, measles, erysipelas, 
etc. 


These facts were known and tiny proved 


that . ach infectious disease was caused by a 
morl-id agent ot its own. What that agent 
«:is for mo'-e than 2 000 years no oiie could 
tell. Finally, about titteen years ago, it hap- 
pened that sev.-ral observers noticed that by 
the use ot eeitaui drugs called disinfectants, 
some of the^e morbid agents could be so in- 
fluenced as to diminish or destroy thoir in- 
fectious qualities. It was found that these 
diseases spread less in the airsurn uadmg the 
patient, it his discharges, and his linen were 
subjected to the action of these disinfectants, 
especially cai'oolic acid 
In a hospital in 


Vienna, among lymg-in women, a dangerous 
disease called puerperal fever had caused 
such raviijces as to put in jeopaidy the iife of 
every woman admitted t'> tb.3 institution. 
Tho introduction by manual examination of 
a poison whn h was not to be ^amoved by the 
most tho. ough washing of the hands was sus- 
pected 
No physician nor any other iniii 


vidual connected with the hospital was than 
permittel to enter the lying-in ward without 
having pre\ i >iisly applied to his hands a dis- 
mfe< tmg s ilution of carbolic add 
The eon- 


sequence v. as the stamping out of the disease 
—no new cases happening. 


Dark rumors of minute organisms that 


were said to be contained in the pus to poison 
surgical wounds and to cause the death of the 
individual operated upon, about that time 
commenced to pass through fie medical pa- 
pers. At last it was definitely asserted by 
reliable authorities that such inicro-organ- 
i-mshadleen found in the purulent dis- 
charge of wounds. Prolessor Lister, then in 
Edinburgh, about ten years ago mad« the 
first practical application of this discovery, 
•n hich then w as still in its cradle and looked 
upon with ^icreduhty. 
Professor Lister,

NOVELTIES OF CHINESE COSTUME. 


VARIETY IN UFE-PRESERVERS. 


Nothing; Fits Except His Stockin 


Jackets and Caps.1

The pr-nc 'pal feature about a Chinaman's 


costume is tl» fact that nothing ever fits but 
Us stockings. His clothing consists really of 
three or four shirts or garments made after 
the fashion of a shirt, each opening in front 
and having five buttons, a sacred number. 
These buttons are never in a straight row, 
but in a sort of semi-circle half around the 
body. The outer garments have sleeves a 
foot longer than the arm, a fact which affords 
abundant opportunities for theft. 
A China- 


man's jackets are his thermometer. He will 
say: "To-day is three jackets cold, and if it 
increases at this rate, to-m_orrow will be four 
or five jackets cold." 


Their shoes are well known, but their caps 


are of three or four different forms. One 
they call the "watermelon cap," of the shape 
of half a watermelon, having no front-piece, 
rat instead, a knob on the top-by which it is 
landled. The second is like a round top felt 
lat with the sides turned up, and others are 
of various shapes. The color of the knob on 
:op of > the hat is the sign of rank among 
mandarins. The lowest wear a gilt knob, 
;hen a white stone, a clear crystal, a pale 
blue stone, a deep blue, a pale red and a deep 
red, in order of rank. Yellow may only be 
worn by the emperor's family, but as a mark 
of rcsjxct to age, men over 90 years by 
special edicts are allowed to wear yellow, 
his always entitling them to great considera- 
;ion among all classes. 


The ducie pantaloon probably originated 


among the Chinese, for, from tre dawn of 
tiistory. on state occasions officials 
and 


dressy persons will wear a sort of pantaloon, 
fitting as tightly as possibly to the leg, and 
sach leg being -entirely separate from its fel- 
k>w. These trousers are of silk or satin, and 
the legs are held in place by being fastened to 
waistband or belt round the body. On the 
approach of cold •weather the Chinese in- 
crease the number of their garments, until 
sometimes they are like animated bales of 
cotton, their arms teing forced into a nearly 
horizontal position; nor do they take off their 
masses of clothing until the return of 
spring. 


New Things In Watermelons.

"Any new varieties this year?" 
"Well, we have the vanilla and the lemon- 


flavor^d watermelons. They are got by in- 
jecting the vanilla flavor or inserting a bit 
of lemon into the stem while the melon is 
growing.

pulp and makes a delicious combination. 
Only epicures know of this wrinkle, and we 
therefore have few of the doctored species 
on sale. You can get a toothsome dish by 
plugging a melon, injecting a little fine 
claret, restoring the plug, and allowing the 
wine to be taken up by the fruit. But, 
beware; the combination is as seductive as 
Roman punch.'' 


"Any new ways of preparing the melon for 


table?'' 


"Well, I've been eating melons for forty 


years, and I still prefer 'em plain. Some of 
my customers, however, like 'em mixed. One 
of my best boarding-house customers has 
watermelon salad every Sunday in the sea- 
son. She prepares it, she says, just as she 
does lettuce—cuts the red part of the melon 
up into bits and adds pepper, salt, vinegar 
and oil. It ought to make 'em sick, but she 
does say her boarders just fight for it. An- 
other family that I know of just pour mo- 
lasses on their melons. A good many peo- 
ple, I believe, always add a squeeze of lemon 
to the fruit. A Boston family that deal with 
me are always particular to have their mel- 
ons firm and just ripe, and don't haggle about 
the price when they get 'em to suit. They 
have the melons cut into little strips, and 
eat 'em with cold baked beans. But, as I 
said before, for my part I like 'em plain."

The Supervtftlnc Inspector Oivea an 


Account of Them. 


[Washington Cor. New York Post] 


"Soon after the occurrence of each new 


marine disaster," said Gen. Dumont, super- 
vising inspector general of steam vessels, 
"we are sure to be flooded with numerous ap- 
pliances for saving the lives of shipwrecked 
persons. Since the wreck of the Columbus 
there have been several life buoys presented 
as samples for adoption. Many of these arti- 
cles are very ingenious, but very few of 
them are of any practical value. Years ago 
the appliance for keeping bodies afloat m 
water consisted of two or more bladders 
blown up and tied together with a string. 
The first life-preserver adopted by the board 
of supervising inspectors, in 1852, consisted 
of cylindrical tin buoys, hermetically sealed. 
It was found, however, that the liability to 
rust, and the danger of perforation, was so 
great that they had to be discarded, and 
rubber bags were next chosen as the proper 
preservers for steam vessels. 


Later, cork came into use, and this article 


has been the main component of preservers 
for many years. Latterly, however, it was 
found that many of the oork preservers were 
losing their buoyancy, and at the 'ast meet- 
ing of the board a new device was adopted. 
It was a vpry simple and inexpensive affair, 
5rot it answers all the purposes for which a 
life-preserver is needed. The buoy '••onsists 
of sixteen bunches of re^ds or rushes, each 
about three inches in diameter, and composed 
of about twenty pieces of reed" or rush. This 
rush grows in enormous quantities in Califor- 
nia, and is called the tula reed; each stem is 
a succession of cells surrounded by pith, and 
the outer surface is glazed somewhat after 
the style 
of a cornstalk. The inventor 


is a Californian, and 
he says he can 


make the preservers at a .-ost if about 
15 cents each. Their buoyancy is very great, 
and as cheapness is an slemeal; to be con- 
sidered to a certain extent, the board con- 
cluded that this tula preserver is the best for 
the purpose yet offered. 


The inventors are always getting up some- 


thing new. A lady from Mississippi is the 
latest contributor to our stock of oddities. 
Her contribution consists of a modifica- 
tion of the old tin cylinder. 
She makes hers 


out of bflrch bark, with a deck of the same 
material. It is trimmed up with white Can- 
ton flannel and blue ribbons to fasten across 
the shoulders, and altogether is a very pretty 
article, but as the birch bark is as liable to 
perforation as the tin, and as tho ends are 
simply glued on, it would scarcely do to 
adopt it for service. Besides, it must be an 
extremely expensive affair; only wealthy 
ownera of fancy yachts could aTcfrd to pur- 
chase it 
It will not be adopted."

They were small, brown, plump, 
and firm, and ended in polished fingers and 
almond shaped nails. Her manual dexterity 
was remarkable. • She had to the end of her 
life a sweet, full, and rapid finger as a pian- 
ist, and was fond of playing the piano in the 
evening. Her musical taste was German. 
She liked solemn better than light 'music. 
Au exception was made in favor of Chopin, 
with whom, when he was in consumption, 
she spent a winter in Majorca, along with

George Sand's figure was never elegant, 


and she had the good sense to understand 
that tight lacing would never improve it 
Perhaps it she had been tall and graceful she 
might have sacrificed to fashion, and submit- 
ted to the tyranny of a corsetiere.

A basket of Alias powder car- 
tridges was used in boring the well, one jf 
which Goodwin attached to tbe battery, which 
did not work. 
He placed the battery and 


cartridges in the kitchen in a basket contain- 
ing other cartridges, and about 5 o'clock ueorge 
O. Yonng, of Lowell, Massachusetts, a visitor, 
in company with Miss Sadie Greenfield, took 
tbe battery in hands and instantly a load ex 
plosion followed. The house was demolished, 
the first floor being blown into the cellar and 
the back part of 
the bouse blown 
out 


At the time eight persons were in the house 
and all were terribly injured. Geo. L. Good- 
win, aged 27, died this morning; he leaves a 
wife and two children. The following four will 
die: Geo. C. Yonng, jr, aged 27, singl<; James 
May, aged 25, latel> from Pbiladelphi'; Diary 
Ann Yonng, aged 53, and Z. T. Berry, aged 30, 
unmarried. Those injured, but not fatally, are 
Miss Sadie Greenfield, aged 25, Rochester; Eila 
Beady, aged 18, unmarried, and Stephen Yonng, 
aged 75, widower. At 1 p. m. Z T. Berry, Jai. 
May and Geo. Young's deaths are hourly ex- 
pected. Mary Ann Yonng may linger some 
days. The house took fire and with its contents 
was burned to the ground. Everybody was 
afraid to go near the house daring the fire, 
fearing farther explosion of cartridges. The 
explosion was heard a distance of fifteen miles.

Those who still re- 
mained in the mine and who worked in the 
vicinity of the explosion wer« Richard Tnckett, 
Jonathan Fox, Peter Koalman, Henry Noble, 
Joe Dnseman.

Coal and iron experts 
promptly made an examination and found the 
mine blocked up with gas, which decided the 
fate of those inside. Fans were got to work and 
every means employed to drive out the poison- 
ous gassus, and about 5 o'clock a rescuing party 
entered the mine and near the bottom of tbe 
slope found the body of Henry Noble. It was 
burned and disfigured almost beyond recogni- 
tion. The crowd number 500 or 600 persons 
among them 
the families of imprisoned 


miners. Second and third attempts to enter 
the mine were unsuccessfully made, the fatal 
damp driving the men rapidly to the surface. 
Tbe indications at a late hour are that the 
entombed m^n cannot be rescued 
tonight, 


though no effort to rescue them will be spared. 
The Henry Clay slope is owned and operated by 
J. Lingdon & Co., Elmira, New York, and 
has a shipping capacity of 100 cars daily and 
gives employment to between 300 and 400 men 
and boys, who will now be forced into idleness 
for pome time. TLe explosion is described as 
the severest which was ever experienced in 
Northumberland county. 


A Modern Borgia. 


CHICAGO, Dec 8.— One of the Sunday papers » 


published a telegram from Whitewater, Win , 
saying that last Tuesday Miss Annie Hoam of 
that place died suddenly under circnmstanc B 
indicating that she bad been poisoned; that 
about three years before her father, mother and 
one sister died within a short time of each other 
under similar circumstances; that though it had 
created considerable talk nothing was done. 
This was revived by Annie's dea)b, and to settle 
th- question definitely her stomach was sent to 
a chemist for analysis. The deaths of all were 
surrounded by complete mystery, no one being 
suspected. Tonight th»> Inter Ocean has a 
dispatcb from Fort Atkinson, where the family 
formerly lived, aud were much respected. The 
dispatch says that a report had been received 
there from Whitewater tbat the third sinter, 
Miss Nettie, died there today of poison, making 
the fifth member of the family. That in this 
case it was suicide, Nettie having confessed 
before death to having murdered her parents 
and two sisters. It is also asserted that she 
confe-sed to poisoning another person, though 
this is doubted. No cause is assigned. Her 
own death was brought about by fear of ex- 
posure through the analysis of her sister's 
stomach. Nettie was a school teacher and has 
two sisters still living at Fort Atkinson.

The discipline maintained on American 


coasting schooners is very different from 
that enforced on men-of-war and even on 
merchant vessels which sail on cleap water. 
The common sailor on vesssls of the two lat^ 
ter classes is a subject who owes allegiance 
to some thiee or more liege lords, but on the 
American coaster of small tcnuage he finds 
himself at liberty to practice some of the 
most advanced democratic doetriues. In 
the navy considerable ceremony i, observed 
and the aws of etiquette which have been 
laid down would fill a small lamphlet. 
Some teremony is still maintained in the 
deep-water merchant service and a rou<"h 
but strict coJa of etiquette is observed. But 
on American schooners the happy sailors, al- 
ibi ugh obliged to obey all important orders, 
are accorded the proud privilege of being at 
all times, .aid under all circumstances as 
unceremonious and disrespectful as they 
choose. 


The majority of the men who sail on coast- 


ing schooners have never been on deep-water 
vessels. The coasting sailor usually comes 
from the neighborhood of the port from 
which hit, \ e.-sel hails. He is not gifted with 
many of he qualities which distinguish t*ie 
regular sailor. He is somewhat amphibious 
in his disposition^ and is given to occasional 
retirements from the sea in order to devote 
himself to bucolie pursuits. He is as a rule 
as much at home in the hayfeld as on the 
schooner's deck, and he handles the pitchfork 
and the capstan bar with equal grace. When 
at sea there lingers about him a hayseed 
flavor, of which the tempest is incapable of 
entirely divesting him, and when on the 
farm he displays b:iny peculiarities which he 
is unable to cast off, even with the help of 
the fresh country air. 


When on shore he regards himself as "just 


asg)odasthebo=s," and when at sea he 
wou'd be offended if any one should suggest 
that he was not in every respect the equal of 
the captain. On shore he "eats at the same 
table with the boss," and at sea he must eat 
on the same boards as the commander. The 
fare on American coasters is much better 
than en other vessels. As the voyages are 
short fresh meat and vegetables are easily 
obtained, and these not only have to be gocd 
but they mu--t be well cooked and sei ved in 
abundance. If the captain attempts to re- 
serve anj little delicacies for his private 
palate he must do the deed secretly if he 
wants to avoid a grand row. 


If- the coasting sailor does not approve of 


the behavior of his r- ptain he remonstrates 
with the latter frankly, ; i d tells him how he 
ought to have ccnducted himself. If, how- 
ever, the captain criticises the conduct of a 
sailor the latter's pride is touched. He in- 
forms the captain that he did the best he 
knew how; that he could not do any better 
that he "wa'nt brought up to take back slack 
from nobody," and that just as soan as the 
trip is over he will bave the vessel and either 
go back to the farm or else ship with tome 
one who can appreciate his honest services 
The coast captain, however, 
is usually 


allowed to haudld his own vessel, and his im- 
portant orders are promptly obeyed. But in 
unimportant matters he cannot look for the 
same obedience.

A Call For Help. 


The people of Spink county are in trouble 


over the question as to where the county re- 
cords shall be kept, and yesterday Governor 
Pierce received a telegram from the mayor ui 
Bedfield, asking for protection against the mob. 
As introductory and explanatory the following 
telegram, which was sent oat Monday explains 
the situations: 


RE FIELD. Dak., special telegram, Deo. 8.— 


Thie county and city huva been wild with ex- 
citement to'Jaj, occasioned by renewed efforts 
on the part of Ashton ana Frankfort to recover 
the county records, which were removed Friday 
night from Old Ashton to tbis place. Last night 
about 7 o'clock reports reached here that armed 
.roea were en route, with the avowed object of 
^getting pi session (ft the records. The fire alaro. 
was quickly Bounded and in less than ten min- 
utes the Bedfield military company, which is 
thoroughly equipped and organized, was in arms 
and prepared to resist at all bazzarda any such 
attempt.

weapon of destruction to satisfy Ashton'a thirst 
for gore; bat the report proved to be premature.

threatened to fire the whole town and take them 
by physical force. Before they could execute the 
threat a special tram arrived from Watertown 
with an inj auction fiom Judge Smith, who is 
holding court at Milbank, enjoining the county 
board to let the records remain at Bedfield, the 
recognized county seat, until canne could be 
shown why they should not. This special was 
chattered yesterday at nnon for the purpose.

Finally cooler judgment prevailed and 


th-> armed mob, which had halted about a hun- 
dred rods from the city, dispersed 'lowly and 
sadly aft<>r having passed denunciatory resolu- 
tions and threatening to return in stronger 
numbers next Monday, if the records are not 
returned before that time. One or two hundred 
Kedtield men who ventured ont to interview the 
visiting statesmen were severely bandit d and 


, wero not allowed to return until the crowd be- 


gan to disperse. Guards have been stationed 
about the city and preparations made to pro- 
tect the records from any and all invasions. 
The military c >mpany has telegiaphed for addi- 
tional ammunition. 


The above telegram was sent ont Monday, and 


it seems that matters have grown more serion^ 
since as the following telegram was received by 
Governor Pierce yesterday: 


BEDFIELD, Dak., Dec. 10,1884. 


Gov Pierce, Bismarck. Dak.:—The county 


records of Bpink county are in the hands of the 
sheriff in tbis city. Tbe county officers and all 
other persons have been enjoined by the jnrfge 
of the district court from removing the same. 
Tha town has been besieged by an armed mob 
of 500 men and is in great danger of being 
bnrned and all the public records destroyed. We 
ask that assistance be given. 
Answer at once.

Valley City, publishes, with tbe views of nu 
merons prominent citizans, the following inter- 
view with J. A. Fields: 


3. A. Fields, farmer at Bism .rck and deputy 


commiesiener to the New Orleans exposition, 
just returning from the latter place, said, when 
asked as to Dakota's exhibit: "We are making 
strenuous efforts to eclipse every other western 
competitor.
